exception of the territory acnoss 
Nonth, Saskatchewan, and extending 
‘in Alberta where heavy rains and 
snow delayed work last fall. Soil drift 
‘ing has held up or delayed spring 
-work at a number of points in the 
\ast two weeks, but recenuy condi- 
tions have improved” 

Reporting by provinces, the report 
adds: 
“Manitoba—There seems to be 
jittle or no reserve soil moisture with 
two or three exceptions, and about 
half the poimts require rain for pro- 
per germination. Some areas’ have 
been delayed by soil ‘drifting. 

“Saskatchewan—Twenty out of 
34 points reporting state none or 
very little reserve soil moisture Some 
require rain ungent.y. Soil drifting 
has delayed seeding at some points 
more or less seriously. 

“Alberta—Very little or no reserve 
sol moisture is reported at 12 out 
of 21 po'nts, while 13 need’.rain to 
help germimation. At eight points 


seeding has been delayed by soil drift | 


ing wth an occasional point hav ng 
purposely delayed through fear ot 
grain being blown out.” 


Plant breeders of the department 
of agriculture are trying to develop 
new varieties of fruits amd vegetables 
particularly adapted to quick freez- 
ing.

It is estimated that their long 
necks, straight when they are fright 
ened, but ordinarily. displaying the 
| §racefuy swan curves, are fully three 
feq, in length. 

Naturalists, who watch these birds 
annually, declare that in the next 
two weeks the flocks will be daily 
augmented until, by the end of the 
month, the maximum concentration 
of wild bird life on.the north Ameri- 
can continent will be found on the 
western Canadian prairics.
